READ THESE IIMSTRUCTIONS FIRST 


Before you begin building your official 
Elvira Model Kit, read the instruc¬ 
tions and study the illustrations care¬ 
fully. To successfully assemble Elvira, 
you will need the following items: 

BLOW DRYER _ 

The blow dryer is used to warm up 
the vinyl parts of your model for 
easier cutting. 

HOBBY KNIFE _ 

\ The hobby knife is used to cut 
away excess plastic on some parts. 
Only cut away excess plastic where 
indicated. 



SUPER GLUE 



Your Elvira Model Kit is made of PVC 
vinyl. Super glue or a similar instant 
adhesive works very well for assembl¬ 
ing vinyl parts. Super glue is available 
at your local supermarket, depart¬ 
ment store or hardware store. Use 
caution and follow manufacturer’s 
instructions when using glue. 
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SPECIAL NOTES ON ASSEMBLY 
AND CUSTOM PAINTING 

WEIGHTING YOUR MODEL: 

We recommend that you fill Elvira’s legs 
with plaster of paris before assembly. 

This will give your model a nice weight and 
will be less likely to tip over when on 
display. Cut a hole in the top of plug big 
enough to pour in plaster. Do not cut off 
plug! Allow plaster to dry thoroughly 
before cementing. 

FINISHING SEAMS: 

Every effort has been made to create as 
few seams as possible in your model. 

However, if you find any seams objec¬ 
tionable, they may be filled with model¬ 
ing putty, and sanded before painting. 

Vinyl spackling also works very well for 
this purpose. 

PAINTING YOUR MODEL: 

We recommend that you use water- 
based acrylic paints to finish your model. 

Acrylics will apply easily and smoothly 
to the vinyl parts and give a very realis¬ 
tic look when completed. Follow color 
suggestions below and box cover art 
for painting. 

All Clothing — Black 
Shoes — Black 

Bracelets — Black with Silver Studs 
Ring — Gold with Red Stone 
□agger — Gold Handle with Silver Blade 
and Green and Red Stones 
Snake Earrings — Silver 
Flesh Areas — Light Flesh Color 
Hair — Black 
Lips — Red 
Teeth — Bright White 
Eyes — Blue 
Eyelashes — Black 
Finger Nails — Black 
Make-up — Pink, Purple and Green

PVC VINYL PARTS 



Cut away excess. 

Right arm should be 
cemented to right shoulder 


CUTTING 

BEFORE ASSEMBLY 

Before you cut, warm 
area to be cut with a 
blow dryer. Cut care¬ 
fully and slowly. Vinyl 
parts will cut very 
easily when warm. 

1 Start by cutting away 
excess plastic indicated by 
shaded areas. 


After excess plastic is cut 
away, test-fit your parts 
together before cementing. 

It may be necessary to trim 
parts further for a better fit. 

Once parts are properly cut. 
we recommend that you wash 
ail parts with soap and water. 
Dishwashing detergent is 
excellent for this purpose. 
Washing parts will help paint 
apply more smoothly. Make 
sure all parts are dry 
before cementing.

AND CEMENTING 

Use only PVC 
cement.

4 Cement right arm to right 
shoulder and to right wrist. 

5 Cement left arm to left 
shoulder and to left wrist. 

6 Cement upper torso 
assembly onto plug on lower 
torso. Note; We recommend 
weighting lower torso before 
cementing. (See special notes 
on assembly and custom 
painting.)
